Claims 25-46 and 48-51 are in condition for allowance because the Exhibits D 
and E have been submitted to show how the unexpected results such as how the 
intrinsic viscosity, as in step (C) related to MW by Mark -Houwink equation; and in step 
(F), the removed of phosphoric acid in the final step produces an undoped film having a 
porous structure that is morphologically different from that of the references, in which 
the film is doped with acid.
